Bishop McFaul Tells Catholics 
of Evils That Have Fol- 
lowed Occupation 


CHURCHES DESECRATED 
BY AMERICAN TROOPS 


Also Refers to Water Cure, Murder- 
ous Orders and Frightful Spread 
of Immorality—Friars Have 
Been Caluminated and 
Unfairly Treated. 


Chicago, August 5.—The American Fed- 
eration of Catholic Societies met this af- 
ternoon at the Young Men’s Christian 
hall. In the afternoon after the ad- 
dresses of welcome by Dr. H. 8. Taylor 
on behalf of Mayor Harrison and M. F. 
Girten on behalf of the Catholic societies 
of the city, the convention went into 
executive session and organized. Short 
addresses were made by Bishops Messmer, 
of Green Bay, Wis.; McFaul, of Trenton, 
N. J., and by the president of the federa- 
tion. It was evident from the tenor of 
the remarks made in the afternoon that 
the convention would not regard the 
manifesto of Archbishop Ireland wafning 


them against a discussion of the admin- 
istration methods in the Philippines. 


Catholic Churches Desecrated. 
At the evening meeting Bishop McFaul 


was the principal speaker and directed [ 


his attention to the treatment of the 
friars and the school question in the 
Philippines. The bishop said in part: 

"The calm, intelligent observer-must ad- 
mit that some of the statements made 
in the public press regarding the situa- 
tion in the Philippines were either incor- 
rect or exaggerated. 

‘There was, nevertheless, 4 very sub- 
stantial foundation of truth In most of 
the reports, which amply justified the 
strictures made upon those accountable 
for the abuse of power. 

“No one is foolish enough to adinit 
that fn affairs of so important a nature 
mere denials are conclusive, particularly 
@when made by interested parties. We 


had already been warned to be on our 


guard by previous contradictions of re- 
ports which were afterwards proved true 
and found worse than at first suspected. 
‘hen the news arrived that the Cath- 
olic churches in the Philippines were 
desecrated and looted, officers of high 
rank In the army attempted to refute 
the charges, yet the desecration and loot- 
ing of those sacred edifices are now 80 
certain that claims for damages to eccle- 
siastical property will be accepted by 
the government. 
WATER CURE AND MURDEROUS 
“Reports, too, of the frightful spread 
of drunkeness and immortality after the 
occupation of Manila by the American 
army were vigorously assailed. Is there 
now any one who has the andacity to 
question their truth? Since then we 
have all heard of the ‘water cure’ and 
the murderous orders issued by an Amer- 
ican general. The perpetration of those 
outrages were not known for Aa time; 


they were, however, so flagrant that it 


was impossible to keep them from the 
knowledge of the public.

President Roosevelt Will

‘HE WILL MAKE SPEECHES 


AT A NUMBER OF POINTS 


He Will Spend a Week in Maine and 
New Hampshire and Then Re- 
turn to Massachusetts—No 
Public Receptions Are 
Wanted. 


Boston, Mass., August §.—The secretary 
to the president, Mr. Cortelyou, has tele- 
graphed to Senator Lodge and Senator 
Hoar that the president will reach Bos- 
ton on Saturday, August 23, late in the 
afterngon and will go to Nahant, where 
he will pass Sunday with Senator Lodge. 
The next morning the president will go to 
Newport, making ten-minute stops at 
Taunton and Fall River. He will return 
from Newport the same day, reaching 
Boston about 8 o'clock, Where he will be 
received by the governor, the mayor and 
the Boston congressmen. 

Tuesday morning he will go via the 
Boston and Maine to New Hampshire, 
making fifteen-minute stops at Lowell, 
South Lawrence and Haverhill. 

After a week in Maine and New Hamp- 
shire he will return to Massachusetts on 
Monday, September 1, reaching North- 
field late that afternoon. He will pass 
the night at Northfield and will arrive et 
Worcester, where he goes tq see Senator 
Hoar, at 12:40 p. m. The president will 
next stop at WestfielQ® going later té 


Dalton, where he may pass the night with 


Governor Crane or go to New Haven. 

Mr. Cortelyou states that it is the presi- 
dent’s desire that there shall be no pub- 
lic receptions held anywhere. The presi- 
dent will, however, speak briefly at the 
various points indicated. 

Governor Crane, Secretary Moody and 
Senator Lodge conferred with such mem- 
bers of the congressional delegation as 
could be reached today and it was agreed 
that the congressmen in each district 
should take charge of the president’s 
visit at every place where he stops. The 
arrangements in Boston for Monday wil!

The speaker then declared that the 
federation is deeply interested in obtain- 
ing just treatment for the friars in the 
Philippines who had suffered, he de- 
clared, “under so many cruel calum- 
nies.”’ 

Bishop McF aul charged that in select- 
ing school veachers for the Philippines 
discrimination had been practiced against 
the’ Catholics, because of a total of 967 
teachers who, he said, had been sent to 


the islands, but eightecy or nineteen were | 


Catholics. 

‘The impression has gone abroad,”’ the 
bishop said, “that America is furnishing 
educational facilities to the Filipinos for 
the first time and that the people were 
in a state of dense ignorance. This is 
another calumny. For centuries the friars 
dwelt with the tribes of the Philippines 
and it is to them that they are indebted 
for whatever they possess of education 
and religion. They are a chaste and a 
pure people, unaware of many of the 
vices of civilization until American sol- 
diers occupied their soil.’’ 

Archbishop Ryan Explains. 

Philadelphia, August 5.—Archbishop 
Ryan, who returned today from his visit 
to President Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, 
stated he was misquoted in regard to his’ 
attitude on the question of the retention 
of the friars in the Philippine islands. 
He said: 

“My position in regard to the friars 
in the Philippines is not that they should 
be expelled, which we have no right to 
do, but they should be left to the pope 
and their generals to be e-#hanged for 
members of their orders of other national- 
ities, especially Americans, when this can 
be effected. I believe that the opposition 
of some of the Filtpinos arises from the 
fact that some of the friars are Span- 
lards.”’

New York, N. ¥., August 5.—(Special.)— 
That negotiations are tn progress be- 
tween representatives of*the St. Louis 
and San Francisco and those in control 
of the Central of Georgia was confirmed 
today by a leading director of one of 
the .companies, who is personally inter- 
ested in the deal, but who refused to be 
quoted. In a word he said: 

“The ’Frisco may buy the Central of 
Georgia, or, if this is impossible, make 
traffic arrangements with the latter. It 
wants ‘to buy, but of course the whole 
deal may fail through. Negotiations, so 
far, have been only tentative, and it is 
scarcely possible to give any  detalls. 
Those interested would have preferred it 
to be kept secret: until the plans are 
worked out, but if cOnsummated it will 
be found to be a part of a more compre- 
hensive programme, some details of 
which are to be yet worked out. 

“As to how intimate relations between 
the 'Frisco and the Southern would be 
if tWe deal goes through, or whether 
there will be any relations at all, I do 
not care to say. You'll have to figure 
that out yourself. 

“This much you can say: The TIilinols 
Centfal has nothing to do with it, and 
the Seaboard Air Line ts not in it. The 
Seaboard, so far as I have learned, is 
entirely independent, although it is build- 
ing to Birmingham, and we will doubt- 
Jess have the privilege of making con- 
nections with it if agreeable to parties 
just as is the case with any two compa- 
nies Whose lines meet. Further particu- 
lars I am not prepared: to give until! I 
know ‘whether the negotiations material- 
ize.’’ 
* Southern Is Satisfied. 

Such are the hints of a very big scheme 
which met with denials at J. P. Morgan 
& Co.'s office today and from some of 
the ’Frisco people. If consummated itis 
believed here that it’ means the South- 
ern railway is back of the 'Frisco And is 
entirely satisfied with the deal, which 
it could prevent if it saw fit through its 
large influence in’ Central of Georgia. 
There is a growing belief that ft is part 


‘of the plan of the Southern to fortify 


itself against the encroachments of the 
Harriman and Moore syndicate interests, 
which some think want to Invade the 
Southern’'s territory with an outlet per- 
haps at Charleston. 

Through the Choctaw, the Rock Island 
gets into Memphis, connecting with the 
Tilinois Central. There is nothing as yet 
to indicate a combination of these in- 
terests, but it is known that some dis- 
satisfaction was manifested by Harriman 
over. Morgan's purchase of the Louisville 
and Nashville, which, according to the 
beiief entertained here, will be operated 
more to the advantage of the Southern 
railway than any Other company. The 
question is asked here whether Morgan 
did not see a hostile combination form- 
ing and has decided to counteract it by 
securing control of the ’Frisco, using 
the latter to get Eastern Illinois. 

Hill’s Favorite Scheme. 

The Central of Georgia, through the 
’Frisco, could be put in permanent shape 
and no violation of jaw could be urged 
against it.

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DONE TO DEATH 
BY GAMBLERS 


Crusader Against the Green 
Cloth Men Is Murdered 
at Des Moines, 


4E SUCCEEDS IN CLOSING 
EIGHT GAMBLING HOUSES 


While on His Way Home the Skull 
of the Crusader Is Crushed 
by Men in Ambush—No 
Clew to Murderers 
Discovered. 


Des Moines, Towa, August 5.—Isanc 
Finkelstein, whose crusade closed. the 
eight gambling houses in Des Moines two 
| weeks. ago,. was murdered tonight near 
hthe alley on southeast Walnut street. He 
was on his way home, less than a biock 
away, when a man stepped out of the 
shadow of the alley and struck him a 
blow over the head with a heavy stick. 
Finkelstein fell to the ground. Four men 
less than a block away saw him fall and 
ran to assist him. He was dead when they 
arrived, his skull having been crushed.

| beside the victim the only clew to the 
murderer is a report that a little after 
the time of the murder one unrecognized 
man was overheard to say to another: 
“I killed the and at another time 
one man was heard to tell another: 
” ‘Keep | wee shut.”’

It will be recalled that while on a re- 
cent visit to Atlanta, his old home, M2n- 
ager Milton Dargan, of the Royal, stated 
that there was a strong probability that 
the southern headquarters of his compa- 
ny would eventually be moved to Atlanta. 

In a dispatch to The Constitution from 
Chicago comes a practical confirmaticn 
of the statement that Atlanta is to get 
the southern headquarters of the com- 
pany. The following dispatch tells of 
the proposed change: 

Chicago, August 5.—(Special.)—It is un- 
derstood that the southern department of 
the Royal Insurance Company, for many 
years located in Louisville, is to be re- 
moved to:Atlanta before January 1. 

Manager Milton Dargan, recently ap- 
pointed to the position, is siad to havo 
looked into the question of an Atlanta 
headquarters during his recent visit to 
that city. 

When the change was made in the 
southern management of the -Royal and 
Milton Dargan succeeded Barbee & Cas- 
tleman, it was freely predicted that the 
department headquarters would be trans- 
ferred to Atlanta, which is the fire under- 
writing center of the southern fietd.

Shenandoah, Pa., August 5.—The peace 
of this troop-protected town remains un- 
broken.

Many 
stories of threatened trouble reached him, 
but he was able in every instance toa 
run them down without sending ouf a 
detail of men. Officers around headquar- 
ters feel that the tension is increasing 
and would not be surprised if some of 
the troops now in camp here were sent 
into the surrounding region. The brigae- 
dier general says he will not send for 
additional men until there is need for 
them. .It is not unlikely, however, thaf 
a battery and another troop of cavairv 
will be in the fleld by the end @f the 
week, :

RECOGNITION OF UNION 
GRANTED BY COMPANY 


Restoration of Men Discharged for 
Cause To Be Left to Arbitra- 
tion—Trouble Is Threatened 
on the Manhattan Ele- 
vated Road. 


Huntington, W.Va., August 5.—The Cam- 
den Interstate Street railway strike, 
which has been on since Sunday last. was 
declared off today and all the cars on the 
Ohio, Kentucky and West Virginia di- 
visions are being operated tonight on 
schedule time by union crews. . 

At a.conference here today President 
Graham, of the Camden company, and 
members of the national executive board 
of railway employees, the strike was 
Satisfactorily adjusted, the company 
agreeing to recognize the union and re- 
store al] men discharged without cause 
to their former places. The restoration 
of men discharged for cause is to be left 
for arbitration, the governor, one mem- 
ber of the supreme court and another to 
be selected, to be the arbitrators. 

The settlement was reached during the 


court, of two non-union men arrested for 
carrying concealed weapons. Colonel Z. 
T. Vinson, of the Camden company, was 
present to defend them. While the trial 
was proceeding Colonel Vinson asked the 
judge if he would stop the trial for a 
moment and grant a private conversation 
between the union officers and officials of 
the company who were in the court Toom. 
The judge consented and after a confer- 
ence lasting an hour the judge announced 
that the trial would not proceed further 
and ordered both prisoners. released, 
Stating that both sides had reached a 
Satisfactory agreement and that. the 
Strike was declared off. 

All the men on the various divisions 
ratifieh the agreement later and traffic 
on all the lines was resumed this evening.

Strike Threatened on Manhattan. 
President 
Skitt, ,of the Manhattan Elevated rail- 
Way, today gave to a committee repre- 
senting the 500 engineers and motormen 
of the road a refusal of their request 
made two weeks ago for a nine-hour day 
and other concessions. 

When the ‘company’s reply became 
known among the men there was iinme- 
diately talk of a strike. The committee 
after leaving Mr. Skitt’s office went at 
once to a telegraph office and sent the 
following message to P. M. Arthur, 
grand master of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers: 

“To P. M. Arthur, Cleveland, Ohio: 
Come at once. Everything refused.’’ 

Chief Jenks, of division No. 10 of the 
brotherhood, says of the grievances: 

“Since the introduction of motor cars 
into the service we have been compelled 
to make six round trips daily between 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth -* and 
South terry, consuming ten hours and 
traveiling on the average of 108 miles a 
day.. On the engines we never made 
more than five trips, and four and a half 
was’ the usual number. The company 
claims that the motor cars being faster 
would be able to make the additional 
trip. They also gay that the strain on 
us in running the electric trains is less. 
The first statement may be Prue, but the 
second is not. We are willing to make 
tive trips a day in nine hours and no 
more. 

“We also want a relay system that will 
give each man a chance to get a bite to 
eat and a few minutes to himself at the 
end cf each run.”

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City of Venice Is Sent to Bot- 
tom of Lake Erie by 
the Seguin, 


FOUR PERSONS DROWNED 
AND SEVERAL INJURED 


Collision Occurred Shortly After Mid- 
night and the City of Venice Went 
Dewn Aimost Immediately. 

The Cause Is Not 

Known. | 


Cleveland, August.5.—As a result of 4 
collision on Lake Erie between the steam- 
er City of Venice, ore-laden. and the 
steamer Seguin, a steel lumber vessel, 
off Rondeau, Canada, last midnight, the 
City of Venice was sunk and three lives 
lost, while several other persons were 
more or less seriously injured. 

The drowned: 

PETER SIMONDSON, fireman, Brook- 
lyn, New York. 

THOMAS FLANAGAN, deck hand, Buf- 
falo. 

GEORGE WEIR, watchman, residence 
unknown. 

The cause of the collision is not known 
There was no fog whatever and the night 
was fairly clear. The lights of the City 
of Venice were burning brightly. To this 
the crew and passengers all testify, say- 
ing they could sée the lights on the 
Venice as she was sinking. The second 
mate of the Seguin, W. A. Lavigne, who 
was on watch, refuses absolutely to give 
any information in regard to the way 
it happened. bbe 

It was shortly after midnight when the 
accident happened. The City of Venice, 
laden with 3,600 tons of ore, was bound 
to Buffalo, while the Seguin wa's roing 
north to Perry Sound from Ogdensburg. 
On board the Seguin all were asleep 
Save the second mate, W. A. Lavigne, 
and the watchman who was with him in 
the pilot house, 

The first that was known that anything 
had happened was a terrible crash, which 
brought both boats almost to a stan@still. 
The Seguin had struck the Venice fairly 
amidship and ploughed’ its way half 
through the boat. The crew and passen- 
gers aboard both boats hear the tearing 
of timbers mingled with calls for help 
from those on deck. 

Those who were sleeping rushed out on 
déck and there was a frightful panic for 
a time. The Venice, which had been 
Split almost in two, was sinking rapidly. 

Captain Broderick, of the boat, ran on 
deck and immediately called to the men 
to man the life boats. 
the crew who had not been hurt rushed 
to his assistance and in five minutes they 
had the boats in the water? Several of 
the men, fearing that the ship would sink 
before they had an opportunity to eseape, 
threw -themsélves overboard. They were 
later picked up by the life boats from the 
Seguin. The City of Venice went down 
in very deep water in less than fifteen 
minutes after the collision occurred. Af. 
ter standing by for an hour the Seguin 
headed for Cleveland with the survivors, 
arriving here early today. 

The City of Venice was a wooden ves- 
sel 301 feet long and 42 feet beam She 
was Owned by the McGraw Transporta- 
tion Company, of Bay City, Mich.. ana 
valued at about $175,000. She was com- 
manded by: Captain Broderick. 

The Seguin is an iron vessel 205 feet 
long and 34 feet beam. She is woned by 
J. B. Miller, of Perry Sound, and com- 
manded by Captain J.B.Sims. 

First Mate Sullivan, of the City of 
Venice, who is lying in a critical condi- 
tion at the Marine hospital, rallied slight- 
ly this afternoon and made a statement 
regarding the collision. 

“I was on the night watch,’ he said, 
“and it was Something after midnight 
when I first saw another boat# ahead. 
It was still some distance away, but 
I blew the whistle to signal the boat. She 
did not answer, I thought that it was 
Strange, but as she was some distance 
away I made no attempt.to get out of the 
way. All our lights were byrning, and 
there was no fog, so I don’t see how they 
could have helped seeing our vessel. 
When the boat was considerably closer I 
whistled again, but still there was no 
answer. I was then frightened and sig- 
naled still another time. I saw that we 
were not seen; at least, there was no 
attention paid to our signals, and the 
boat was bearing directly down upon 
us. 

“I then attempted to get out of the 
way and veered the ship diagonally in her 
course, hoping to escape with a slight 
rub, the collision that 1 began to see was 
inevitable. She was even nearer than I 
supposed, however, and going at a fast 
rate. Suddenly the bow loomed up high 
above us and there was a sickening crash 
and then for a moment I scarcely real- 
ized what had happened I was thrown 
from my feet by the jar, and the pilot 


me. I felt a terrible pain in my back and 
chest, and then I was swept overboard 
with the pilot house.’’ 

Sullivan was picked up after being in 
the water a short time. Including ths 
crew and passengers there were about 
twenty-five persons on the City of Ven- 
ice.

Running 
down near the disabled craft she was 
found tb be the American schooner No- 
tice,,.of Providence, R: I., from Brava, 
C. V..Ii, with 64 persons on board. The 
mate of the Notice said that Captain 
Antoniao Romos had..been lost overboard 
and was thought to have committed sul- 
cide. * ne 

The vessel was disabled and short of 
provisions. He asked for assistance. The 
steamer sent hfr a boat load of provisions 
and took the schooner jn tow and brought. 
her to, this port. The schooner’s mate, 
John F. Pina, said that the Notice sailed 
from Brava, Cape Verde islands, on June 
27, with 65 persons on board. Of thes? 
eleven were women. The schooner had 
no cargo and her. hold was fitted up to 
accommodate the people. 

On July 21, in latitude 34, longtitude 64, 
a squall stmick the little schooner and 
disabled her. She drifted with the gulf 
stream. A spar was rigged for a jury 
rudder, but the little craft having no 
spare canvas for headsails, did not steer 
with ite The provisions were running low 
and the water was scanty. 

About 10 o’clock one night, Mate Pina 
heard three blasts of the captain’s whis- 
tle. He rushed on-deck to see what was 
the trouble, but the captain was nowhere 
to be seen. The vessel was searched, 
but no one had seen him. It was thought 
that while brooding over his misfortunes 
he jumped overboard and was lost. Pina 
the mate, is @ navigator, but his craft 
was so disabled that all he could do was 
to let her drift along, On the 3d instant, 
the Sardinia came along and took her 
in tow. Pina said he had six days’ pro- 
visions and a little water left. |

Louis and its entire business was done 
between St. Louls and southwestern 
points, 

About a year ago the Frisco dcequired 
the old Memphis route composed of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis 
and the Kansas City, Memphis and Birm- 
ingham. These two roads have the short 
line between Birmingham and Kansas 
City—a distance of 73% miles—and several 
small branches. 

The line of the Central of Georgia be- 
tween Birmingham and Savannah is 48 
miles in length. If the two systems are 
combined the larger system would have 
an air line 1,183 miles in length connect- 
ing Kangas City with the Atlantic at 
Savannah.

ill Providing for Big Loan 
Passes the Senate 


Thirty-One Millions of the Loan To 
Be Used in Paying Debts In- 
curred During the Revolu- 
tion Against Spain. 


Havana, August 5.—The senate today 


passed the bill which has already been 


discussed and approved in part to em- 
power the executive to raise a loan of 
$4,000,000 at the minimum price of 9 and 
at the maximum rate of interest of 5 per 
cent, payable in thirty years, to be used 
to assist the sugar cane growers of the 
Island. 

This bill includes authorization to raise, 
within six months another loan of $35,- 
000,000 to include the first loan. This 
second loan is to be used to pay the 
Cuban revolutionary army and the debts 
of the revolution referred to in the con- 
stitution. 

Some changes in the original draft of 
the bill regarding securities have béen 
made; at present the executive is em- 
powered to pledge the customs receipts 
in general and the receipts due from in- 
creased duties on certain articles in par- 
ticular as security, first for the loan of 
34,000,000 and then for the loan of $35,000,- 
000. As a result of this change thé clause 
which provided that congress should vote 
special taxes before the end of the 
present session to sacure the second 
loan of $35,000,000 is rendered unnecessary 
because, as the draft was first presented. 
the above mentioned security only re- 
ferred to the $4,000,000 loan. 

The bill provides that the duties on the 
following articles be raised: 

That on coal, 25 per cent; tallow, 50 per 
eént; common soap, 150 per cent; pine 
timber, 40 per cent; chickéns, 100 per cent; 
canned meat, 50 per cent; fresh meat 
and mutton, 50 per cent; pork, 100 per 
cent; salt beef, 50 per cent; the present 
duty on jerked beef is to be raised 50 
per cent and may be raised 100 per cent 
should this be found necessary; bacon, 
100 per cent; hams, 50 per cent; laré, 
cheese, condensed milk and flour, 100 per 
cent; butter, 75 per cent; codfish, 100 per 
cent; herrings, 50 per cent; rice, eggs. 
peas, onions, potatoes and olive oil, 100 
per cent; coffee, 50 per cent; maise, 33 
per cent; shoes, 10 to 17 per cent; wine, 70 
per cent; liquors, 70 per cent; cider, 50 
per cent;. beer, 50 per cent; hats, 60 per 
cent, and preserved food, 100 per cent. 

It is estimated that these increasés will 
give a revenue of $520,000 a year.

and west of St. Louis in Missouri, Kan- 
gas, Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma and 
the Indian Territory. In these states it 
now has 1,230 miles projected and under 
construction. 

The total mileage of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois is 1,040. The Centra] of 
Geogia has 1,844 miles of track located in 
Georgia, Alabama and Tenneséée. If 
the Frisco has sécured the.two lines its 
mileage is now 6,275 while with the con- 
struction of the lines necessary to com- 
plete the plans credited to it the sys- 
tém would have a mileage of between 
8,000 and 9,000 miles. 

The acquisition of the Central of Geor- 
gia, giving as it would an outlet.to the 
Atlantic, would put the Frisco in a posi- 
tion to dictate terms to thé lake lines at 
Chicago. On the other hand a. vast 
amount of traffic in grain and cattle that 
now goes to Chicag6 would be turned to 
Savannah. This would not only give 
the Central of Georgia such a business 
as it has never known before but would 
greatly increase the importace of Savan- 
nah as a port. 

The Frisco since it was left out of the 
reorganization of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe has been bullt up under 
the direction of President B. F. Yoakum. 
It has had fierce competition in the 
Rock Island and the Gould lines, both 
of which have v.\icago connections. Both 
systems have recently strengthened their 
positions at Memphis, the Rock Island 
by the purchase of the Choctaw and the. 
Gould interests by the projection of new 
lines. ; 

Predictions have been made that with 
the completion of the plans of the other 
two systems the Frisco would be put to 
a disadvantage as it would have to de- 
liver its products to one or the other of 
them for marketing. 

However if President Yoakum has made 
the coups credited to him he has given 
his road a unique position and has put 
it where no system in the e¢ountry, no 
matter how strong, will be able to tie 
it up. At Kansas City the Frisco touches 
the Santa Fe and the relations of the two 
systems have always been cordial. If 
the rumored acqusitions are made, the 
two systems wiil control a transconti- 
nental line of great value. 

The Frisco syst®m has always worked 
on the idea of building up traffic in the 
country through which it passes and 
has done much for that section of the 
country which its folders always’ term 
“The Great Southwest.’ The entry of 
such a system into the southéast would 
mean much to this part of the country 
while the diversion of traffic from Chica- 
go to Savannah would give that port a 
——* that it has never known be- 
ore. 

Nothing is known of the terms upon 
which the Frisco is td get the Central of 
Georgia but it is generally believed that 
if such a deal is made it may be under- 
stood that the Morgan interests have 
contro] of the Frisco. Those who know 
Mr. Yoakum say that he will never sur- 
render his contro] of the Frisco and- it 
may be that he has managed to get the 
Central without selling the Frisco. There 
woud, of course, be no legal obstacle to 
the consolidation of the two systems as 
the two have not a mile of parallel track.

‘Berlin, August 5.—Ambassador White 
mailed his resignation to the United 
States several days ago. It is to take 
effect early in November. The resigna- 
tion may now be in the hands of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 
ambassador for -his resignation to go into 
effect was November 7. He is now at 
Homburg, where he is taking the waters 
2nd where he probably will remain till 
the end of the month. 

There is much gossip at Berlin con- 
cerning Mr. White’s probable successor 
‘and one circumstantial story is that the 
president intends to transfer Amibassa- 
dor Tower from St. Petersburg to Berlin, 
Minister Storer from Spain to be ambas- 
Sador to Russia and to appoint Henry 
White, now secretary of embassy at Lon- 
don, as minister to Spain. Mr. Tower, 
who has been dissatisfied with St. Pe¢ers- 
burg, expressed months ago a wish to 
be transferred to some other equally de- 
Birable post, preferably Berlin. 

Expected at Washington. 

Washington, August 5.—No information 
has been received at the state department 
Indicating that Anrbassador White had 
resigned, but the announcement was not 
unexpected, as a report was current some 
time ago that he would retire from pub- 
lic life upon his reaching his seventieth 
‘birthday. Several gentlemen in the diplo- 
matic service have been mentioned in epn- 
nection with the Berlin embassy, should 


Ambassador White retire, the most prom- | 


inent. being Dr. David Jayne Hill, now 
first assistant secretary of state, and 
Hon. Bellamy Storer, at present minister 
to Spain. 


Andrew D. White was appointed am- 
bassador to Germany April 1, 1897. In 
March it was announced that he contem- 
plated resigning because of ill health, 

Will Return to Ithaca. 

Ithaca, N. Y., August 5.—The resigna- 
tion of Ambassador White has been ex- 
pected by his friends in this city for 
manye months, particularly since the 
death of his son, Frederick D. White, in 
July, 1901. 

Dr. White will be 70 years old in No- 
vember and the reason assigned here for 
his withdrawal from the post at Berlin 
is that he is ready now to devote himself 
to writing.

PUT PRISONERS

Strike of Galician Peasants Spreads, 
the Strikers Apparently Being 
Careless of Their Lives—Pro- 

tests Are Made to the 
Austrian Premier. 


Vienna, August 5.—The strike of Gali- 
Clan peasants is spreading to districts 
which have hitherto not been affected, 
ang there have been many conflicts be- 
tween the peasants and the military. A 
detachment of Uhlans attacked 500 peas- 
ants at Pothering; many: of the latter 
were wounded and the soldiers made 173 
arrests. The prisoners were confined 
overnight, densely. crowded in a stable, 
and were taken to jail the next day in 
a fainting condition, not having tasted 
food in twenty-four hours. 

Three Ruthenian members of te cham- 
ber of deputies have protested in this 
matter to Dr: von Koerber, the Austrian 
premier, declaring the peasants to be 
indifferent whether they die at the hands 
of drunken gendarmes, brutal soldiers or 
the legal executor. This protest alleges 
that ‘officials are siding with the land- 
lords instead of acting as mediators in 
the trouble. 


CHINA GROUND TO PENURY 


By Taxation To Meet Demands of 
Government. 

Shanghai, August 5.—Generai Sharretts, 
the special American tariff commissioner, 
was given a banquet here tonight. In the 
course of an address he said the Chinese 
peoplé were ground to the verge of pen- 
ury by the taxation necessary to meet 
the obligations.of the central government 
and that individually and unofficially he 
was opposed to the abolition of the likit 
and the’‘substitution of a surtax, which, 
General Sharretts said, would prove dis- 
astrous to all nations, and especially to 
the United States. 

London, August 6.—In a dispatch from 
Shanghai, the correspondent of The 
Times .says he considers Viceroy Lu 
Kung Yi’s unconciliatory attitude on the 
question of inland waters to be partly 
due to the declaration made by General 
Sharretts that the viceroy would opposs 
the abolition of the likin: 

The correspondents regret such utter- 
ances, saying they tend to upset a treaty 
which is intended for the benefit of all 
commercial nations alike. He adds that 
Liu Kun Yi, in a telegram to Sheng, one 
of the Chinese. tariff commissioners, ad- 
duces General Sharrett’s statement as an 
argument against agreeing to the inland 
waters proposals.

He Will Travel by Special Train from 
Portsmouth—Everything Is in 
Readiness for the Corona- 
tion—Ceremony Being 
Rehearsed. 


London, August 5.—A story afloat for 
several days that a second operation for 
appendicitis will be performed upon the 
king after the coronation is denied here. 
According to all authoritative reports 
the king is making excellent progress and 
it is considered unlikely that his physi- 
cians would allow himvo endure the fa- 
tigue of the coronatiog’ ceremonies if an- 
ucher operation was #apending. 

The emphatic deniags of the sinister ru- 
mors of King; Edward’s condition are 
confirmed by all persons who have re- 
cently visited his majesty. 

The king will land at Portsmouth and 
en train for London at half past 3 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon and his train is due 
to arrive in London at half past 5. His 
drive to Buckingham palace will be by 
an extended route instead of the diréét 
way in order that the..public may have 
an-.opportunity to see and congratulate 
the sovereign. 

The king has commanded tthat corona- 
tion day and the anniversary of his cor- 
onation ‘be observed as collar day, a day 
of ceremony at the English court when 
the courtiers wear collars of their or- 
ders. 

On account of the approaching coroga- 
tion most of the. volunteers are at pres- 
ent undergoing their annual training at 
Swisbury. It has been decided that they 
are to leave their camps August 8 instead 
of August 9.

He Goes To Force Rebels tp 
Decisive tngagement 


In the Event of His Defeat Castro 
Has Made Arrangements To 
Transfer Headquarters of 
Government to San 
Cristobel, in West. 


Willemstadt, Island of Curacao, August 
4.—President Castro, of Venezuela. left 
Caracas on Sunday to personally conduct 
the second and what he believes will be 
the final campaign against the revolu- 
tionists. He will. proceed to Charayave 
and Cua, little places about a day and 
a half from the capital. He had with 
him 3,100 men and expected to meet on 
the route 3,500 more men brought back 
from LaVictoria and Valencia. The rev- 
Olutionists under General Luciano Men- 
doza are at San Casimiro and those under 
General Matos are at Orituco. Their 
junction is expected momentarily. 

In consequence of the inexplicable de- 
lay of the revolutionists in advancing 
President Castro has had time to organize 
new armies and today he is nearly as 
strong in numbers as are the revolution- 
ists. He expected reinforcements of 3,- 
000 men from the Andes and Trujillo 
states, commanded by General Baptista. 
The only advantage the revolutionists 
Lave at present comes from the fact that 
they have in their ranks the better mil- 
itary leaders. 


Plans of Castro. 

Caracas, Venezuela, Sunday, August 3.— 
President Castro left here today for the 
mountainous district of Guarico, where 
the advance guard of revolutionists under 
General Mendoza appeared some days 
ago. 

Four million eartridges and 10,000 Mau- 
ser rifles were received by President Cas- 
tro last Saturday. Half of these were 
deposited in Caracas and the other half 
was sent to Maracaibo on a schooner. 


This distribution of munitions of war ise 


taken to be proof that if Castro’s forc>s 
are beaten in the* expected engagement 
with the revolutionists, and if the pres- 
ident can escape, he intends to prolong 
resistance and purposes to transport the 
headquarters of the government to San 
Cristobol in the extreme western. part 
of Venezuela, where he was born. This 
apparent decision on the part of Pres- 
ident Castro has created a feeling of 
depression in commercial and financial 
circles.

CHARGES UNTRUE 


Says Mrs, Shotter Suiters from 
| Paranoia, 


‘ 


On Various Occasions Dementia Was 
Displayed and Her Case Is Hope- 
less—Is a Clever Talker and. 
Enlists Sympathy from 
Strangers. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 5.—(Special.) 
The story of Mrs. Shotter’s release from 
the private sanitarium of Dr. H. D. Al- 
len, as given in the Atlanta and Macon 
papers of Sunday created interesting cOm- 
ment in Milledgeville. 

The Constitution’s correspondent called 
on Dr. Allien to learn if he had any 
statement to make. 

At first Dr. Allen was averse to bring 
what he considered a purely private mat- 
ter before the public and declined out- 


|-right to say one word for publication, 


basing his refusal entirely upon his con- 
sideration for the unfortuate lady and 
her family. But when he reflected that, 
having heard only one side of the affair, 
the public would naturally get a false 
impression of the character of his sani- 
tarium and the principles upon which it 
was being conducted, Dr. Allen consented 
to talk and gave a very complete account 
of his connection with Mrs. Shotter from 
the day she entered his institution as a 
patient until he undertook to return the 
lady to her people in Savanah, in the 
care of Dr. Stone and a female attendant, 
last Saturday night. In this last step he 
acted upon instructions from G. W. 
Owens. Mrs. Shotter’s cousin. 

When asked for his professional opinion 
of Mrs. Shotter’s sanity, Dr. Allen un- 
hesitatingly declared that she was suf- 
fering from paranoia and said he was 
satisfieg that she was incurable. In this 
opinion he was sustained by Dr. T. QO. 
Powell, superintendent of the state sani- 
tarium, though Dr. Powell would not’say, 
owing to his unfamillarity with the case, 
that she was incurable. Dr. Allen cited 
many instahces which had occurred while 
Mrs. Shotter was an imate of his sani- 
tarium and others happening elsewhere 
on divers. occasions and under varying 
circumstances, which in his judgment 
as an expert, established beyond a shadow 
of a doubt the fact that she was suffering 
from this form of dementia. Many of 
these instances are of a character that 
forbids their publication. Mrs. Shotter 
was examined by Dr. Stevens, of New 
York, one of the most eminent alienists 
in America, and he pronouncéd her in- 
curable. 

‘Before her family brought Mrs. Shot- 
ter here,” continued Dr. Allen, ‘‘she,had 
spent two years in the sanitarium of Dr. 
W..D. Granger, in Bronxville, N. Y. 

Case Is Hopeless. 

“After long study of the case Dr. 
Granger concurred in the opinion of the 
other specialists that the case was hope- 
less. But the family would not give up 
all hope of effecting a cure and brought 
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Mrs. Shotter to Georgia, hoping that the 
change would prove beneficial. Like most 
*persons afflicted as-she is, Mrs. Shotter is 
under the delusion that she is the victiin 
of persecution from her .- family. She 
imagines they placed her in my sani- 
tarium not for treatment, but for confine- 
ment pure and simple, because they had 
ceased to care for her. Being a very 
clever woman and a. good talker, she im- 
presses the stranger with this view and 
easily wins sympathy.’’ 

Dr. Allen grew: quite emphatic when he 
repudiated the suggestion of the Macon 
interview that Mrs. Shotter’s family had 
cast her off. On. the contrary, he said 
they lavished upon her the tenderest care 
and affections and’ were very solicitous 
about her mental condition. Indeed, they 
humored her in every possible way, doing 
everything they could for her comfort 
and pleasure. ‘‘As evidence of this,’’ said 
Dr. Allen, “the family sent Mrs. Shotter 
to Europe some years ago, where she 
traveled a year under the watch-care of 
a trained nurse. They did this in the vain 
hope that an ocean voyage and a change 
of scene would prove of lasting benefit. 
No,” ¢oncluded Dr. Allen, “‘those asser- 
tions Hy Mrs. Shotter are simply the 
emanations of a disordered brain and are 
perfectly understood by all who are fa- 
miliar with the history of this case.” . 

“Where does Lawyer Cooper figure in 
the affair?” the correspondent asked. 

In replying to this question Dr. Allen 
related his interview with the Macon 
lawyer, which took place in front of the 
male building of his sa#ftitarium last week. 

“Mr. Cooper,” he said, “came out here 
and demanded a private interview with 
Mrs. Shotter. When asked for his au- 
thority for making this demand the law- 
yer said he had been employed as her 
counsel, and, tapping his breast signifi- 
cantly with his hand, boasted that he had 
a hundred dollar fee in his pocket al- 
ready and would have more before the 
matter was concluded.” 

Dr. Alien says he refused to grant the 
lawyer’s demand for the interview with 
Mrs. Shotter, giving as his reason that 
the lady was his patient and he felt in 
honor bound to give her the same protec- 
tion that he would give to a member of 
his own family. Some hot words then 
passed between the two men. The inter- 
view ended in the roadway near the gate 
leading to Dr. Allen’s residence, the two 
men having covered fhe distance from 
the male building to this spot as they 
talked. Mrs. Shotter was sitting in a 
hammock only.a few feet away in the 
yard and when she learned from an at- 
tendant that Lawyer Cooper was at the 
gate she went out of her own accord and 
engaged in conversation with him.

articles and commodities are manufac- 
tured and controlled or produced in the 
United States by a trust or trusts, the 
impertation of such ‘articles and com- 
modities from foreign countries shall be 
free of duty until, in the opinion of the 
president and secretary of the treasury, 
such manufacture, control or production 
shall have ceased. 
‘See. 2. That when it is shown to the 
satisfaction of the president and secre- 
tary of the treasury that any article or 
commodity which is manufactured in the 
United States is sold in a foreign coun- 
try more che&Aply than the price at which 
the same article or commodity ts sold in 
the United States, the rate of duty on 
such article or commodity shall be re- 
duced by the president and secretary of 
the treasury 3) per centum of the present 
rate, or to such extent as to prevent the 
continuance of such irregularity and in- 
justice, and remove the indirect tariff 
bounty - which promotes the same. 

This, The Sun points out, seems to 
meet the demands of the Iowa repub- 
licans as expressed in their platform. 
Was it fathered by the distinguished 
Iowan who is speaker of the house, 
or by any of the members of the solid 
republican delegation from Iowa?

If the truth must be told, this trust 
tariff bill, which seems to ‘be the practical 
legislative twin of the theoretical sugges- 
tion advanced by the Iowa republicans, 
was conceived and proposed by no other 
person than the H8n. James D. Richard- 
son of Tennessee, tthe leader of the dem- 
ocratic mincBity; and, so far as demo- 
cratic opinion can be said to be formed 
and established on any subject, this 
measure represents that form and that 
establishment. ’ 

There can be no question that The 
Sun has diagnosed the case perfect- 
ly. The resolution which the Iowa re- 
publicans put in their platform to 
meét the popular demand is demo- 
cratic. The people of Iowa have ac- 
quired the habit of allowing them- 
selves to be fooled by the republican 
party and they will roll up an old-time 
majority for the ticket this fall in the 
belief that this platform declaration 
indicates a purpose on the part of the 
republicans, if continued in power, to 
reform the tariff upon democratic 
lines. But the people of other states 
may not be so easily gulled. They 
know that a republicam ‘tariff is a 


possible way to secure the reform

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The Great Nile Reservoir. 

An event of momentous importance 
to Egypt is chronicled in the an- 
nouncement that the last coping stone 
of the Nile dam at Assouan has been 
laid. 

The construction of this Nile dam 
will mean great things in the develops 
ment of the agricultural resources of 
Egypt. The Nile reservoir, with its 
dams at Assouan and Assoiut, is ex- 
pected to enable wide tracts of land 
to bear two crops a year and will ma- 
terially increase the sugar cultivation 
area in the Nile valley. It is claimed 
that the reservoir will supply one 
billion bubic meters of water annual- 
ly for irrigation purposes. The primi- 
tive methods of irrigation will, when 
the entire works have been complet 
ed, be superceded with a system 
worked out under the direction of the 
most skilled English engineers. The 
total cost will be $24,000,000. 

This Assouan dam is one and a half 
miles long and is pierced by 180 open- 
ings twenty-three feet high a@d seven 
feet wide. These are equipped with 
steel sluice gates by means of which 
the flow of water into the canals 
which carry it to the irrigated lands 
can be perfectly controlled. It is ex- 
pected that the dangers to property 
from the Nile overflows will be to a 
high degree eliminated and that great 
addition to the vovlume of cultivable 
land will prove the construction of 
the reservoir by the Egyption govern. 
ment the best possible investment. 

While the work has been done by 
English contractors, the labor employ: 
ed has been Egyptian, more than six- 
teen thousand natives being continu- 
ously employed upon the works at As- 
souan alone. - 


Ireland and His Critics. 

We have no doubt that Archbishop 
Ireland feels perfectly secure of the 
indorsement of the vast majority of 
the Catholics of this country in the 
issue drawn between him and his 
critics. Not only is he certain that 
‘the priests and communicants of the 
church will agree that there is no oc- 
casion tO doubt that the pope has, in 
the negotiations with Governor Taft. 
at Rome, carefully safeguarded the 
interests of the church, but he may 
rest assured that his own attitude in 
the present controversy meets the 
hearty approval of all conservative 
men in this country. .

The men who take issue with Arck- 
bishop Ireland and seek to stir ‘up 
strife in the church seem to have as- 
sumed to themselves not only greater 
knowledge of conditions in the Phil- 
ippines. than is posgessed at Rome, 
but also a greater loyalty to the 
church than is possessed by its head. 
They cannot, howeyer, hope to im- 


press their fellow churchmen with. 


their right to be heard so long as they 
indulge in sneering criticisms of 
Archbishop Ireland. as one 
“wants to be the Richelieu of Amert- 
ca,’ one who “sees in the formation 
of the American Federation of Cath- 
olic Societies a menace to his ambi- 
tions,” any more than they can hope 
to impress their superiority of knowl- 
edge by the assertion that there is an 
inhibition, constitutional or legal, 
against a Catholic becoming president 
of the United States, 

We would regard the present con- 
troversy unfortunate for the church 
if we believed it possible that the 
men criticising Archbishop Ireland 
were likely to secure any sort of a fol- 
lowing. As it is, however, their criti- 
cisms will only serve to emphasize 
the wisdom of his advice. The Phil- 
ippines complications will be wisely 
solved by the representatives of the 
church acting with the American au- 
thorities. Catholics certainly have no 
reason to doubt the loyalty of the 
pope to the interests of the church.

Plea for Better Rural Schools. 
Editor Constitution: I read with @ great deal 
of pleasure and profit an article in your igsue 
of July 26 by 8. R. Blanton on ‘‘Conipul- 
sory Education for Bcys on the Farms.’’ He 
hit the nail on the head in every sentence 
and I agree with him in his remarks about 
the unfavorable conditions of the rural schools, 
As a teacher of country schools, I am pret- 
ty well acquainted with conditions that sur- 
round them in this part of the state. The time 
has come when something must be done to 
place more liberal advantages in reach of 
thé country boys and girls. The farmers are 
the backbone of every country and the laws 
and ideals of no nation surpass the knowledge 

of this great ruling class. 

It may be that compulsory education, as Mr. 
Blanton suggested, will partly solve the proh: 
lem, but it will take something more than 
stringent laws to reach the sympathies of and 
stir up enthusiasm among the masses. It 
will take a general crusade against ignorance, 
backed by brain, tact and skill. In other 
words, the people must te educated to the 
place where they will realize that their 
children can never succecd in life without 
at least a thorough common school educa- 
tion. The* children of this generation wili 
Witness great competitior® for the responsibi@ 
positions and the wisdom of the Darwinian 
adage, ‘‘The survival of the fittest,’’ will 
be more completely proven. The illiterate 
man must take a hack seat and look on in a 
bewildered way at the enterprises of men. 

We muet have more commodious, more com- 
fortable, better heated and better ventilated 
school houses. The pitiable conditions sur- 
rounding south Georgia schools, as described 
by Mr. Blanton, obtain in many counties in 
north Georgia. The school houses in Bartow 
county are in better condition and the schools 
more healthy than in any county in this, part 
of the state that I have. visited. Many new 
school buildings have gone up within the last 
three or four yé@ars, all nicely painted, well 
heated and ventilated. The property on which 
nearly all of these buildings stand is deeded 
to the board and in return it paid one-third 
the cost of erection. This financial aid help- 
ed a great deal. Every county in the state 
should do this. 

The schocl term should be increased to sev- 
en months. These short term hools will 
never educate the people. It would be a wise 
investment for the state to advance money 
for two more months edch year. She would 
be repaid in intelligent voters and in the 
helpful influence of intelligent citizens. 

The teachers must be paid more. No young 
man will consent to spend $1,000 or $1,500 
to properly equip himself for the profession 
of teaching, one of the most nobie on earth, 
when he knows it will take him in ordinary 
country schools ten years to pay it all back. 
Most of the ambitious young men are avoid- 
ing this profession because the work is 580 
short and at present unattractive, and the 
r6y so poor. There must also be a revolu- 
tion in the character of most of our text 
books The price must be reduced, they 
pImust be more compact, more practical or our 
short term schools will be of little advan- 
tage in equipping a boy to enter real life. 

] trust Mr. Merritt will direct his efforts to 
the betterment of our-country s¢hools, and I 
believe he has wisdom enough t elp a great 
deal. The city schools are in a very com- 
mendable condition. It is in the rural school 
System that needs to be revolutionized. 

The laurel wreath of honor and the ever- 
lasting gratitude of a great army of teach- 
ers await the legislator who has wisdom and 
statesmanship enough to contrive a _ publis 
school system that will meet the demands 
of this progressive age. When this is done 
our future farmers will mix brain with their 
soil, happiness and intellectual enjoyment will 
fill thetr homes; they will gather inspiration 
from the things of real life, breathe enthusi- 
asm into their work, widen their horizons, 
prove an honor to their country, patent fac- 
tors of civilization and then ‘‘milk and honey’’ 
will flow freely in Georgia.

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BIG IMPROVEMENT 
IN CROP PROSPECT 


Frequent Showers Reported in Nortle 
Carolina. 


DIVERSITY IN CONDITION 


Ample Rains in Close Proximity te 
Continuous Drought—Corn Is 
Much Better Than Expected. 
Other News Notes of 
Interest. 


eee 


Raleigh, N. C., August 5.—(Special.j)~ 
The crop and weather report for this 
state for the week ended last night was 
issued today. It-was: 

Reports of correspondents indicate con- 
siderable improvement in crop prospects, 
&aS3 a consequence of frequent showers, al. 
though the rainfal] was local in charac: 
ter. It is remarkable that ample raing 
have fallen in some sections in immediate 
proximity to others which. have suffered 
from continuous drought, bringing about 
extreme diversity in the condition of 
crops. Rains occurred over many coun- 
ties on three days of this week, especially 
July 31 and August 1, which were highly 
beneficial. The counties chiefly suffering 
from severe drought are, in the east, 
Nash, Duplin, Bladen and Willson; in the 
central portion of the state, Richmond, 
Alamance, Rowan, Cabarrus, Iredell, 
Yadkin and Clay. In these all crops have 
suffered for want of sufficient moisture 
and have undoubtedly been considerably 
injured. Where showers occurred crops 
revived wonderfully, but a general rain 
Over the state is needed. The tem pera- 
ture during the week averaged about 3 
degrees above normal. with maximum 
temperatures over 90 degrees on several 
dates. 

In some localities local rains came too 
late to make a full crop of old corn, 
which was too much injured by drought 
to fully recover, but young corn has 
greatly improved; in many counties both 
early and late corn are reported to be tn 
very fine condition still and promise a 
largé yield, as the ears are filling well, 
Saving fodder on forward corn has be- 
gun. Cotton has not been seriously tn- 
jured by drought, and where showers fell 
its healthy arnpearance has been restored; 
it is forming bolls rapidly; in the drought 
stricken sections shedding continues and 
rust has appeared. Tobacco is being cut 
and cured rapidly, and on the whole is 
curing well, but some farmers have been 
obliged to cut green to prevent firing, and 
this will give a light crop. Peanuts look 
fairly well; sweet potatoes will be late 
and short; rice is heading; threshing 
wheat is practically completed. Special 
reports on fruit indicate generally a very 
inferior crop; peaches are scarce; apples 
knotty and inferior, and the late apple 
crop continues to fall fram the trees; 
pears are somewhat better; grapes are 
very fine and are coming into market in 
abundance.

Bishop J. W. Gaines was approached on the subject, but said that he 
preferred not to give expression to an opinion. 

Bishop H. M. Turner, in the fol lowing interview, states that he believes 
Professor Sledd is a creature of providence and intended to do good. 

R. D. Stinson, collecting commissioner for Morris Brown college, states 
that he believes the article has done harm to the negro race and that it was in- 


opportunely written. 

D. STINSON, collecting commis- 
R sioner of Morris Brown college, 

‘ well known as a leader among the 
negroes, and a man who stands for the 
best interests of his race in the matter 
of advancement and enlightenment, when 
geen yesterday in regard to the recent 
article on the negro by Professor Andrew 
Sledd, said: 

“Juét at this time it is dangerous for 
@ man in the position of Professor Sledd, 
or for any other southern white man. to 
write an article like that which Profes- 
sor Sledd has written, for this reason] 
The worthern people oftimes use argu- 
ments put forward by dissatisfied and 
disgruntled white men and negroes to 
force a point that is at issue between 
sections, and for the further reason that 
the negro attempts to feel that he is to 
profit by siich discussion and criticism 
every time he thinks he is injured. 

“The article in quégstion has in my 
opinion done harm to the negroes right 
here in Atlanta. Now those of my race 
@ll know that there is no representative 
of the race who stands more distinctly 
than I do for the best interests of my 
race. I am a negro and am always on 
the lookout for that whereby my race 
may gain something. 

What Is the Gain’ 
“When the world has finished reading 
the statements of this critic, what is the 
negro to gain by them? 

“If a man persistently tells you what 
your rights and privileges are according 
to his ideas, and awakes in you all the 
emotions of your being to the high sense 


of what belongs to you, and does not tell 7 


you how to obtain it, and you cannot do 
it yourself, I do not see the real good 
We may in this 


light look well to what has been said in 
this article. 7 

“The negro is in the south to stay. 
here he will live and die, and to enjoy 
whatever privileges he can and must en- 
joy demands that he seek to be friendly 
with his neighbors, and any sort of fric- 
tion where the negro is made a party 
must evidently be hurtful to him from 
whatever point it is viewed. 

“There is not a white man or colored 
man in the south that keeps abreast with 
the happenings of the times but who 
knows that great improvement is being 
made throughout the south in seeing that 
justice is meted -,out to every 
zen, whether white or black. Officers of 
the law. have been urged to protect pcr- 
sons held in cistody by them, no matter 
what the giving of that protection costs. 

Lawlessness Denounced. 

“The newspapers of the south have 
been outspoken, and none more so than 
The Constitution, in denouncing lawless 
bands and the reckless conduct of persons 
who participated in such scenes as those 
enacted when Sam Hose was lynched. 

‘Wecan no more judge all wile peo- 
ple of the south by the conduct of a few 
in certain localities than we can judge 
all the negroes of the south by their 
actions in certain localities. The etvi- 
ronment of a people has much to do with 
the actions of that people. 

“The negro can no longer give ear to 
these sensational statements. whether 
they come from white men or black men, 
but must remember that when the storm 
is all over, that we will still be in the 
south, where our interests are and where 
we will be buried. 

“Property is being acquired in the south 
by black men; for him the best educa- 
tional facilities are here to be found, and 
church-going opportunities abound. Here 
in the south ignorance among the negrocs 
is being removed, law and order is being 
accepted by all thoughtful people of the 
race. 

“And speaking of the advantages the 
negro has here for material prosperity, 
there are not a few of the bes; busincss 
firma in this city that wilJ’ handle the 
paper of an honest colored man ina busi- 
ness transaction as quickly as they w..-i 
a white man’s. Hundreds of colored men 
in this state can negotiate notes and dv 
business at the leading banks. The negro 
has rights and privileges in the south, 
and these rights and privileges are re- 
spected by the white men.”’

Be= yesterday in regard to the arti- 

cle on the negro by Professor Siedd, 
and asked for an expression of opinion 
by him, said: 

“Now remember that I am a negro, 
and that I am an advocate of the separa- 
tion of the races, 

“I am not surprised that the position 
taken by Professor Sledd has excited the 
country, for he has taken a new and 
novel position for ia southern white nvan, 
but God will raise up other southern men 
who will] speak out along the same lines 
and who will be even more radical] than 
he appears to be. 

“The United States government, from 
the supreme court on down, has stripped 
my race of all its civil: rights. When 
the supreme court rendered its decision 
of May 16, 189%, whereby it stripped my 
race of all rights under the law save 
those which the state gives it, my race 
was done a great injustice. 

Lines Tightly Drawn. 

“Personally I do not believe that mil- 
lions entertain such radical views as 
those held by Professor Sledd, but the 
lines are drawn so tightly between the 
white and black min in this country 
that those who disagree with Mr. Sledd 
when he says that the negro rhas no 
rights or privileges will not hazard their 


reputation by taking sides with the negro © 


sufficiently to rise up and make an ef- 
fart to put down these drunken lynchers 
and reckless mobs which do exist and 
which I have seén with my own eyes 
scouring the country in their search for 
a negro to lynch. 

“Two-thirds if not three-fourths con- 
demn lawlessness, whether perpetrated 
upon the negro or any one else, but they 
have not the courage to speak out and 
act-if the victim is black. 

Would Withhold Opinion. 

“I do not care to express any further 
opinion upon the question at issue, for 
the best white friends I have on carth dre 
southern people with whom I was riised 
and have been associated all my life. I 
care to say nothing that will alienate 
their good will, and were I to express 
an opinion either commending the state- 
ments of Professor Sledd, or taking ex- 
c<ption to his position I might diminish 
that friendly fetling which exists.” 

“T will say this, however. I believe 
that Professor Sledd is only showing him- 
self a humanitarian, and while he may 
have used some expressions and given 
utterance to some opinions that will pro- 
voke a difterence of opinion, yet he is a 
creature Of Providence and meant to do 
the southern whites no harm, but to as- 
sist the lowiy who are in need of help. 

“The only solution of the negro prob- 
lem is separation, for the white man 
will not consort with the negro on terms 
of political or sociai equality. ‘She gov- 
érnment snould assist in this separa.ion, 
must assist in 1t and ghaill assist 1n it.’’

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FOR SEIZURE OF A VESSEL 


‘Suit Is Brought_Against the United 


States. 

Washington, Aug. 5.—The question of 
the right of the government to seize 
and use private vessels in the harbor of 
a dependency of an enemy for war pur- 
poses during war-time is involved in a 
case in which an appeal was docketed in 
the United States supreme court today. 
The case is that of S. Ribas Hijo, a com- 
pany with offices in Vigal Spain, and 
Ponce, Porto Rico, against the United 
States for the payment of $10,000 for the 
alleged lease by the United States of the 
company’s vessel, “The Paz,’’ since 
wrecked in a Porto Rican hurricane. 

The appellants claim that the vessel 
was leased by the quartermaster’s de- 
partment as @ collier and the war de- 
partment has refused to pay any money 
whatever for the use of the vessel. The 
ease is appealed from the district court 
of Porto Rico, which upheld the seizure 
as a use of an enemy's property by a war 
power for war purposes as recognized by 
international law.

BATTLE MAY 


SOON BE SENT TO GEORGIA 
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HE battle scarred flag of the Second 

Georgia battalion of. sharpshooters 

is now in the possession of a lady 
in Michigan, and it is..probable that it 
will soon be returned to this state, 

The flag was found in an old satchel 
by a federal soldier on his return home 
through North Carolina in 186. At the 
time of his death he bequeathed the 
relic to his daughter, "whé has retained 
it ever since. The Second battalion of 
Georgia sharpshooters was recruited 
from Decatur and surrounding counties. 
It went out under the command of 
Major J. J. Cox. He was succeeded be- 
fore the close of the war by R. H. White- 
ly, formeriy of Company A. The other 
Officers of the battalion were Captains 
Thomas B. Gowen, W. H. Brown, E. 

Ansley, M. G. Hester, Sam D. Oliver 
and O. C. Myers. During the war the 
Second battalion established a splendia 
reputation for gallantry and was recog-

A letter received by The Cort....tton, 
giving ‘the story of how the flag was 
found, is as follows:

Editor Constitution: I inclose you 
herewith a photograph of the flag of the 
Second Georgia battalion of sharp- 
shooters, “which was found by Thomas 
D. Bivins, of the Twelfth Michigan regi- 
ment, when marching through North 
Carolina in 1865. He discovered it in an 
old black carpet bag, hidden in a bush 
heap. There was nothing in the satchel 
to indicate the owner. The soldier who 


found the relic is long since dead, and it! 


is now held by his daughter, who lives

CENTRAL 10 BE 
TAXED ON BONDS 


Attorney General Says Securities Are 
Subject to Taxation. 


MEANS ABOUT $8,000 A YEAR 


The Securities Are Pledged with New 
York Trust Companies To Secure ~ 
an Issue of Bonds—Centra] 
May Fight DeciSivn 
in Court. 


Attorney General Boykin Wright has 
finally decided that the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company must pay taxes | 
On about $1,600,000 whirth of bonds in 
Georgia and South Carolina railroads, of | 
which it is the owner, though the securi- 
ties have béén pledged with New York 
trust companies to secure an issue of 
bonds made by the Central. 

The question as to the taxability of 
these bonds has been under consideration 
and discussion for some time. ‘The bonds 
in question are ‘$1,460,000 first mortgage 
bonds of the Port Roya] and Western 
Carolina, $25,000 first mortgage bonds of 
the Louisville and Wadley, $10,000 first 


mortgage bonds of Ca. oe railroad 
and $25,000 first mortg#ge bonds of the 
Talbatton railroad. The list of securl- 
ties in dispute as to “their taxability 
formerly included $53,000 bonds of the 
Eatonton Branch railroad, but the attor> 
ney general has decided,,that these are 
exempt. 

When the matter first. came up Comp- 
troller General Wright called on Presi- 
dent Egan, of the Central, for a sworn 
Statement with regar@& to these securi- 
ties, because he said he would have to 
assess them. Mr. Egan filed an affidavit 
claiming the bonds were not taxable. 
The matter was submitted to Atttorney 
Genera] Wright, who gave an. opinion to 
the effect that they were taxable. 


Says Taxes Must Be Paid. 


The opinion of the Aattorne 
was submitted by President oar to 
Lawton & Cunningham, attorneys for 
the Central, who presented their views, 
combatting the position taken by the at- 
torney general. This opinion from Law- 
ton & Cunningham was submitted to the 
attorney gencral, who-rendered hig sec- 
ond opinion in thé case yesterday, holding 
that all of the bonds are taxable with 
th@wexception of those of the Eatonton 
Branch railroad, as stated. 

The attorneys for the Central took’ the 
position that as the bonds had been con-‘ 
veyed by the Central under a deed of 
trust to the Central Trust Company and’ 
the Mercantile Trust Company, of New 
York, absolute title te them had passed 
from the Central to the trust companies, 
Therefore the Central contends the bonds 
are not taxable in Georgia. 

Attorney General Wright holds that the 
deed of trust to the New York trust com- 
panies does not divest the Central rail- 
road of title in the securities at all. be- 
cause the deed of trust was made simply 
as security for a debt, and the bonds 
are pledged under this deed to secure an 
indorsement by the trust companies on 
bonds issued by the Central. 

It may be that the Central will not be 
satisfied with this decision of the attor- 
ney general and will take the matter into 
the courts before a final settlement is 
reached. 

Should the state finally win its conten- 
tion in this case it would mean about 
$8,000 additional taxes each year.

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DEADLOCK KILLS 
EXTENSION PLAN 


Charter Revision Committee Divided 
Over Problem of Greater Atlanta. 


MANY CHANGES ARE MADE 


It Is Decided Not To Interfere with 
Present Ward Lines—Idea of 
Having Seven Aldermen 
Receives Unanimous 
Approval. 


It is now certain that the city Hmits 
will not be extended so as to take in 
North Atlanta unless the council should 
take up the matter and vote in favor of 
such a plan. The special charter commiut- 
tee of council, to which was referred the 
proposed new charter as prepared bythe 
committee of forty-nine, is still in asf —cad- 
lock over the question. The committee 
now stands 5 to 5 on Councilman Winn’s 
motion to extend the limits. 

On Monday, when the matter came up, 


the committee stood 4 to 4 on the propo-: 


sition. Councilman Beck was absent, 
and it was thought that when he re- 
turned the tie would be broken, but at 
the meeting of council in the afternoon 
another member was added to the com- 
mittee. This was Council Malvern Hill, 
and yesterday he voted against extension. 
Mr. Beck voted for annexation, and the 
committee had made no more progress 
than on Monday. 

Then. the committee took up other 
phases of the proposed charter. It was 
decided not to change the ward lines. 
The section providing that the mayor's 
salary be fixed at $2,500 a year was adopi- 
ed after considerable discussion, some of 
the members favoring the idea of letting 
council fix the salary of the city’s execu- 
tive. The committee was unanimous in 
voting for a section providing that the 
mayor not be authorized to preside over 
or vote in the aldermanic board. 

Seven Aldermen Favored. 

It was decided tnat the quorums of rhe 
general council, council and aldermanic 
board remain as at present. Tne com- 


mittee favored having an alderman from. j 
Councilf ~~ 


each of the seven wards. 
Hill moved that the present law be sub- 
stituted for unat section of the proposed 
new charter which provides that ordi- 
nances must be read one time at two 
different meetings of council before being 
adopted. The mation owrevailed. The 
section which provides that mémbers of 
council cannot sell anything to tne city 
was, upon motion of Councilman Fincher, 
amended so as to include members of all 
department boards. 

While the discussion was on in regard 
to this particular clause, Aldérman La- 
Hatte said he thought councilmen ought 
to be allowed to compete with outsiders 
for city contracts. He stated he could 
not see where any harm would be done. 
The lawyers on the committee were a 
unit in expressing an opposite opinion. 

“T have already lost some practice be- 
cause I was a member of council,”’ said 
Chairman Key. “Several people have 
come to me since my election asking tnat 
I represent them in suits against the city, 
but on account of my official connection 
with the city, I was forced to let the cases 
alone.”’ 

It was upon the motion of Alder- 
man Woodward that the terms of office 
of ministerial officers were made two 
years instead of four years, as was con- 
templated in the recommendation of the 
committee of forty-nine. me 

The committee will meet again this 
morning at 10 o'clock, at which time the 
chapter of tne prepesed new charter 
having reference to the city primaries 
and elections will be considered. Promi- 
nent members of the loca] bar have been 
asked to meet with the committee and 
give their opinions concerning the sub- 
ject.

CARD FROM MR. WARWICK. 
Tells Some Details of the Meeting 


of Methodist Ministers 
Monday. : 


Lov Warwick, secretary of the Atlanta 
Méthodist preachers’ meeting, has writ- 
ten a card in reference to the exclusive 
story The Constitution published of the 
meeting Monday. In this eard Mr. War- 
wick states that The Constitutions ac- 
count of the meeting was accurate and 
fair, but he desires to go into certain de- 
tails that were not brought to the fore in 
Tuesday's Constitution. 

He writes as follows: ae 

y Constitution: Your reporter in 
encamae of what took place at the Methodist 
preachers’ meeting yesterday morning unin- 
tentionally placed some worthy men in @ 
wrong I'ght. He was right in say!ng that 
there was no personal feeling in the matter. 
There never is at any: of these meetings, a8 
a matter of course. No doubt it all looked 
sand sounded somewhat more serious to your 
reporter than to the members of the body, 
as he is not one of them, and does not under- 
stand them as well as they do each other, 

It is due Dr. C. W. Byri and Rev. W. B. 
Dillard to say that they had no lively discus- 
sion. Dr. Byrd may have said some things 
that could be characterized as lively in come- 
mon vernacular, byt they had no personal 
bearing and ‘re spoken in good humor. Mr, 
Dillard did n discuss anything. te spoke 
only a few words of any sort. Dr. Byrd an 
Rev. Mr. Dillard are warm friends. In the 
ineeting Monday Dr. Byrd read a brief paper 
explanatory ef some remarks he had made 4 
week previous on Sabbath observance, lie 
refers to the fact (as he thought) that hie 
remarks on that subject had been misquoted 
end misunderstood by some who were present 
and teard them. He was urder the impres- 
sion that some one had told Bishop Candler 
that he (Dr. Byrd) had abolished the fourth 
commandment. 

After Dr. Byrd had finished a member arose 
end said that he felt sure that there was some 
mistake about it, and that it might have 
grown out of a remark one of Dr. Byrd's 
iriends had made to Bishop Candler in & 
jocular way. He then went on fo «tate that 
after the meeting referred to in which the 
question of Sabbath observance was discussed 
he was standing not far from the church 
talkirg with Bishop Candler, when two other 
preachers came up, and one of them, with @ 
laugh aaid, in substance: “Well, we did 
away with one of the commandments today. 
Now we wili just take them up one by one 
and get rid of all of them.’’ After this was 
anid Mr.- Dillard arose and stated that he 
was the men referred to, and then repeated 
what he hed said. 

I was present on all occasions and 
beg your indulgence to give this version of 
what occurred that no wrong impression may 
gu out concerning these good men. 

Bishop Candler did not say that Re hoped 
they would abolish the third commandment 
that he might, with propriety, cuss out the 
whole business. The reporter meant to bs 
accurate, but he failed to get the remark 
down as he heard it. What he did say, to the 
best of my recollection, was about this: *’Well, 
when you get rid of them I may want to do 
some cussin’.’’

Caveat Is Filed by J. E. Jackson 
and Cornelia R. Jackson. 


CLAIM WILL IS NOT LEGAL

Through their attorney, W. T. Moyers, 
J. E. Jackson and Cornelia Rawlins 
Jackson filed a caveat Monday afternoon 
in Ordinery Wilkinson's office seeking to 
set aside the will of Mrs. Ellen G. Fisher 
on the grounds that she was mentaliy 
incapacitated to make a will and that she 
had been unduly influenced to the preju- 
dice of the caveators. 

Mrs. Fisher died some months ago and 
left an estate of about $7,500 to be divided 
among a number of relatives in Atlanta 
and Massachusetts. Among the Atlanta 
relatives are Miss Ella RB. Groom and Miss 
Clara B. Hills. A. J. Orme was appoint- 
&d executor. 

The first will made by Mrs. Fisher was 
dated July, 1897. She left $500 apiece to J. 
#. Jackson and Cornelia R. Jackson, her 
nephew and niece by marriage. In the 
second will, which the caveators object 
to, dated January 1, 1898, these names do 
not appear as beneficiaries. 

The allegations in the caveat are that 
Mrs. Fisher was mentally incapacitated 
to make a will: that the will was not 
properly attested or legally executed and 
that it was procured by fraud and artful 
practices on the part of Miss Ella Z. 
Groom and Miss Clara RB. Hills.

Weekiy Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, August 5.—The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly summary of crop conditions is as 
follows: 

A drought prevailing 
from Virginia and 
Arkansas has heen 


in the previous week 
the Carolinas westward t9 
largely broken, the rains 
being excessively heavy over the western 
part of the region named. The drought, 
however, continues in portions of the lower 
Ohio valley, the Carolinas and northern Geor- 
gia. The central and northern portions of 
Texas have again received heavy rains, and 
the lake region and the northern porticn of the 
middle Atiantic states also have auffered to 
some extent from -excessive molisture. Por- 
tions of Kansas, Nebraska and the north Pa- 
cific coast region are in reed of rain. Gen- 
erally the temperature conditions have been 
highly favorable. 

CORN—Corn has made excellent progress 
in the principal corn producing states and an 
unusually fine crop is promised. In a small 
part of the lower Ohio valley and in soutk- 
western Missouri, central and western Kan- 
sas, Tennessee and Virginia a part of the crop 
is, however, suffering from drought. 

WINTER WHEAT—Some winter wheat re- 
mains to he harvested in extreme northern 
districts, where harvesting has been much de- 
layed by rainstand considerable damage has 
been much delayed by rains and considerable 
damage has been done to wheat in stack and 
shock. Harvesting is in general progress in 
the northern Pacific coast -under favorable 
conditions, 

SPRING WHEAT—Spring wheat harvest has 
been somewhat delayed by showers in Minne- 
sota. Nn North Dakota high winds and hai! 
have lodged and damaged spring wheat elight- 
ly, and rust is appearing on the late suwn. 
The crop is ripering rapidly in the Dakotas. 
somewhat too rapidly in South Dakota, and 
harvest was begun in extreme southern North 
Dakota. In Oregon and Washington spring 
wheat has made favorable advancement. 

OATS—Oats harvest in the northern: dis- 
tricts has progressed under more favorabl> 
cohditions than in the previous week and is 
nearing completion except in the more easterly 
sections. 

COTTON—The central and eastern portions of 
the ¢otton belt. have had more favorable 
weather and there is a general improvement 
in cotton, the rainfall of the week having 
largely relieved the drought. The Carolinas, 
portions of Georgia, Louisiana and Missouri, 
however, continue to suffer from drought, 
and shedding and rust are more or less ex- 
tensively reported in the central and eastern 
districts. In Alabama, Missiesippi, Tennes- 
see and Arkansas the rainfall has been gen- 
erally ample, but excessive in the last named 
state, where cotton has been beaten to some 
extent. Central and northeast Texae in com- 
mon with Arkansas and the northern portions 


' of Louisiana and Mississippi and western Ten- 


nesessee received during the forepart of the 
week from 2 to 1O inches of rain. In Texas 
cotton ie making heavy bush and as a rule 
continues to frult egatisfactorily, hut there Is 
considerable complaint of shedding, boll worm 
and wevil, especially in the lower portions 
of the Brazos and Colorado valleys. The lart- 
ter part of the week was more favorable and 
picking, which is in progress as far north 
as the Red river valley, with a continuation 
of the latter part of the week, will be general 
within ten days. 

TOBACCO—Rains have benefited the tobacco 
crop in Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia and 
Maryland, and the conditions have been favor- 
able for curing in the Carolinas. 

APPLES—The reports respecting apples con- 
tinue generally unfavorable except In Kansae, 
Michigan, New England and portions of the 
middle Atlantic states. 


R. M. Seale & Co.’s General Market 
Letter. 


Atlanta, August §.—Cotton—It is rather pe- 
cullar that January selling at 7.60. sold 
around 7.68 nearly nine weeks ago, as a re- 
sult of about three months of summer weath- 
er, cotton has lost about a dollar a bale. It 
would not at all be improbable to-find January 
around 7.50 two or three weeks from date. 
Under the circumstances we canot encourage 
short selling; besides August is the most try- 
ing month of the season. Cotto men the 
world over are awaiting developments. Two 
weeks of hot weather would cut down yield 
550.000 hales, perhaps more. The vi«ible 
supply is 400,000 less than last year. Last 
year’s crop amounted. to 10,500,000, because 
some 300.000 was carried over from the 1900 
crop. This year starts bare,, no 300.000 t> 
come from last year and .we will start the 
visible 400,000 or 500,000 less, say a total 
of 700,000. This means a yield of 11.000,000

We do not be- 
lieve the government pointe to more than 
11.000.C-20. in. August the crop loses about 
three times as much as in June and July to- 
gether. In a normal this is 80.° What reasons 
are there for boaring cotton until the crop tis 
assured? We would continue to buy on de- 
clines, although the disposition of conservative 
traders seems to be to wait and observe the 
manner in which. early receipts will affec* 
prices.

New Orleans Again Refases To Admit 
Memphis Outlaws. 


CLINE IS ALSO EXCLUDED 


Charley Frank Again Encounters a 
Brick Wall — Powell Receives 
Congratulations on His Ac- 
tion ‘from Little Rock 


Management. 


New Orleans, Aug. 5.—Monday’s farce 
was repeated .oday at Athletic park. 
There was no game between New Or- 
leans and Memphis. Although it was gen- 
erally anticipated that Powell would not 
recede from his position, Manager 
Frank again took his team out to the ball 


park. 

The advertisements of the game had 
been withdrawn from the papers and at 
the gates those in charge refused to 
sell tickets. When the Memphis men ar- 
rivéd, accompanied by Umpire Cline, 
Powel] and some of the local manage- 
ment with a policeman were present. All 
the players were allowed to, enter with 
the exception’ of St. Vrain, Evans and 
Babb. 

When Cline attempted to go in he was 
stopped under orders of Powell and told 
that he could not have admission. The 
eight Memphis players practiced until 
the hour for the game came. 

Then Umpire Chabot, whom Powell had 
selected yesterday, called “play -ball.’’ 
Gfroerer, for Memphis, went to the ba 
and French, for New Orleans, pitched 
four balls, whereupon Chabot. declared 
the game forfeited to New Orleans on 
the ground that Memphis had only eight 
players when the rules require nine. 
Frank and hiis men immediately returned 
to the gity. 

Frank showed a telegram today re- 
ceived from President Nicklin, after yes- 
terday’s event,. Had been wired to him, 
saying that the Memphis agreement re- 
quired all clubs to play Evans and Babb 
uhtil after the coming meeting of the 
league. A similar telegram was ré- 


| ceived by Umpire Cline.

Signed Little Rock. base ball club and 
Saying ‘“‘Congratulations upon your firm 
methods.

Chairman Hopkins, of Executive Com- 
mittee, Will Consider Matter Today.

Within the. next few Cays Chairman 
Charles T. Hopkins, of the city execu- 
tive committee,,will issue a call to mem- 
bers of his committee to meet some time 
this month to fix the date for holding 
the munictpal primary.

Mr. Hopkins will doubtless be largely 
influenced “by whatever action the com- 
mittee takes. He cxplained that he had 
not personally consulted any of the mem- 
bers of his committee regarding the. pri- 
mary date, and therefore could not antic- 
ipate what the <Oinmittee would do when

ing. It has been generally believed that 
the committee would méet about the 
middla@ of this month and would. decide 
upon an early day in .October for the 
primdry.

Triterest in. ‘Primary Date. 

Considerable interest is now’ being man- 
ifested’ it ‘the qestion of the primary, 
and, while a: number of candidates have 
already been annoynced, it is. expected 
that the campaign will open up in earnest 
when this all-important subject has been 
settled. Mr. Hopkins states that, in his 
opinion, the matter ‘of calling the pri- 
mary is important and should net be 
disposed of hastily. He will no doubt 
attend the meeting of the counci] charter 
committee this morning for the punpose 
of hearing what the attorneys who have 
been invited to speak will have to. say 
about the. primary question. 

At Monday’s session of he committee 
it was decided to take up today that 
chapter of the proposed new charter, as 
prepared by the committee of 49, having 
special reference to the manner of holding 
city primary elections.

Senator Cockrell and Governer Dock- 
ery Write the Gevernor. 


WHITE IN FOR FIVE YEARS 


General E. W. Price Here To Urge 
Young Mafi’s Pardon — White 
Kilied a Man in Macon. 
Comes of a Fine Missouri 
Family. 


Some of Missouri's most prominent citt- 
zens and politicians are taking an in- 
terest in the case of Charles R. White, 
who is serving a five-year sentence in 
the Georgia penitentiary for volufttary 
manslaughter. 

General E. W. Price, of Keatsville, 
Sheridan county, Mo., called on Governor 
Candler yesterday with letters. from 
Senator Cockrell, Governor Dockery, two 
justices of the Missouri supreme court, 
and other prominent men of that state, 
who urged that executive clemency be 
extended to White who, it seems, is 4 
member of a prominent and influential 
family in that state. 

White got into an altercation with an- 
other man in Macon last year and killed 
him. He was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter and sentenced to spend 
five years in the penitentiary. He has 
already served seven months of that 
time, and influential friends are now 
seeking to have him pardoned. 

White's widowed mother and other 
members of his family live at Keats- 
ville, and it was at the instance of Mrs. 
White that General Price came to At- 


lanta to see the governor and urge that 


the young man be pardoned. General |

Gev- 
ernor Dockery for a long time boarded 
at Mrs. White's house. 

“We think the young man has been 
sufficiently punished for what he #@td. 
The physicians testify that he is suffer- 
tng from a disease of the heart, and that 
he is an invalid. .Every member of the 
jury by which he was convicted has 
signed a petition for his pardon. I have 
some very strong letters from Senator 
Cockrell, Governor Dockery, Judge 
Rucker and others which I have present- 
ed to the governor in White's behalf, 
and we hope it will be possible to secure 


| his pardon.” 


Most of those who wrote letters to Gov- 
ernor Candler on the subject were per- 
sonally known to .-hAim, he.-having met 
them in Washington during his service 
in congress.

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GERMANY’S NEW MEAT LAW. 


—_—_—_—_ 
It Will Go Into Effect on April 1 of 
Next Year. 

Washington, August 5.—The state de- 
partment today made public reports from 
Ambassador White, at Berlin, dated July 
12 and 14, that according to an official 
proclamation the meat inspection law 
wil] go into force in its entirety on April 
1, 1903, with the exception of the section 
which relates to doing away with the 
second examining of meat once officially 
inspected. This paragraph will not go 
into effect until October 1, 1904. 

A report on the new regulations re- 
ceived from Consul General Richard 
Guenther, of Frankford, says the follow- 
ing meat imports into Germany are pro- 
hibited under the new act: 

Meat in hermetrically sealed boxes and 
similar vessels as well as sausages and 
other mixtures of chopped meats, dog 
meat, also prepared meat of horses, asses, 
mules gnd other solipeds; meatg which 
have been treated with one of the fol- 
lowing substances or with a preparation 
containing such: 

Boracic acid and its salts, formaldehyde, 
hydro oxides and carbonates of akalis, 
sulphurous acid and its salts, hyposul- 
phurous salts, fluor hydrogen and its 
salts, salicylic acid and J|ts salts, chlo- 
ride salts and coloring substances of 
whatever nature.. The latter, however, 
may be employed for coloring coverings 
if not otherwise prohibited. 

Fresh meat may be imported into Ger- 
many in whole carcasses only. -
